in the provinces of Caylte and Batangas had 
theo in arms, robbed all the arms from the, 
trbanals of the different towns, killed seweral 
police officers, police, priests, and a number of 
Chloamen and strongly fortified themselves fo 
the towns of Imas, Silang, San Francisco de 
Malabon, Novelets, and Naic, At the same 
time the rebels rose in the province of Nueva 
Ecifa, where they killed some Spaniards, and 
robbed and burned the principal town, ‘They’ 
were scon driven to the hills by the soldiers rent 
after them, but they have continually barassed 
the'‘autpoats by coming down, In groups of 200 
to fie at night.to attack, and setire when they 
find resistance. This has been'the plain of 
the rebels on all sides, and it woold seem as if 
they came In: the hope that the Indian 
troops would Joln them, The Indian troaps have 
behaved admirably slace the beginning, and up 
to date. I don't suppose the total number of 
deserters ‘teaches m hundred, Had the Indian 
troops been nfalihfal wo should have been in a 
bad plight. aes 

With. the exception of the fights of Santas 
Mesy, Toy, Talleay,and Natugta, there has 
been nothing beyond slight skirmishes mntll the 
day before yesterdsy, wheo the troops com- 
menced the attackin cernest, The troors have 
been so disposed as to encircle the rebels on all 
sides, but the heavy work of bombarding !s 
canted on from Cavite, The day before yester- 
day treaps took postession of the isthmus be- 
tween Cavite and Noveleta, and the town of 
Binacayan in Cavite Bay. To-day there is no 
frevh news Io, : 


It {a-Imoosslble to estimate the number of 


[rebels under arms, bnt they are much more 


nomerons than was at first suopoted, They 
sre badly armed, baving princloally for 
weapons, hamboo-spears, bolos (something 
like Ghoorlcha, knives), long polnted Irons, 
and w very -strall portlon hay- guns, rifics, 
and revolvers, They sre In possession of 
one or two pleces: of old-fsshloned cannon 


that belonged ta pre ts’estate fo Imus, and they 


have also several lantacas, or very small cannon, 
soch asthe Moros uss in Mindanao, They fight 
Uke demons, which ts noatnrsl consldering they 
are fighting with-balters rogod thelr necks, At 
the battle of Binecayan the women fought 
alongside of the men and were an vilivnt, If not 
more so than thelr hashande and brovhers. If 
we have to count these Amszond as rebels, then 
the number won't ha under fooco0, The 
population of Cavite and Batonges provinces In 
over 700,000. It ts safd that when the rebels, 
took possession ‘of Imus and the other towns, 
they also got possession of about 36,000 cavans 
of paddy elonaing ta the Recoletos oriests, 
They bave also stolen s grest number of cattle 
from the surrounding districts, : 

There 4s no doubt whatever that the troops 
will soon win the day, but there will be very 
hard fighting and a creat deal of blcodsked bs 
fore Imas {s taken, This place ts.very, strongly 
fortified. What fs called the Aaclends '9 an 
exteralve plece of ground walled round with 
strong stcne wally, There is also an fnner 
stone wall, Then there ts the charch and con- 
vent, bullt of stone, with walls from 4 to 6 feet 
thick, On the roads outstde they have made 
jmud traps, planted with -potnted bamboos, and 
they have cut the nearest bridges away. 

Ever since the beginnieg of the outhresk 
Mantla bas been quite tranquil, and I do rot 
think {t has been for a moment indangey, thank: 
to the wise diaposition ef troops at the outposts, 
Every possible entry bay been guerded,. and the 
enemy have never got beyond slight skirmishes 
atthe very furhest ontpasts, Tha welanterrs, 
both Infantry and mounted, deserve great pralse, 
and the safety of Manlla during the fist few 
weeks le greatly dueto thelr constant and antielng 
vigilance. ‘The assertion that the volunteers 
bad committed gross abuses {a quité unfounded. 
‘They may have made a few needless arraste, 
thraugh ignorance, byt beyond this wa owe them
